EXPLANATION 


All listings are of 1944 except where otherwise specified. An 
asterisk beside an author’s name indicates explication in the 1944 
EXPLICATOR (Vol. II, Feb.-June—see index for II; and Vol. III, Oct.- 
Dec.—see accompanying index). Some listings are full explication of 
an entire poem or story; others are explication of a passage or phrase; 
others are desultory explication of general themes and meanings; and 
some contain but little explication by any definition. The members of 
the committee have felt, however, that inasmuch as personal opinion 
plays so large a part in individual decisions it is better to err in the 
direction of latitude than otherwise. In a few instances where articles 
have appeared in the same periodical in answer to an earlier article, 
the alphabetical order of listing has been abandoned in favor of chron- 
ological order, following the original item. When titles are not self- 
explanatory, the subject of explication, so far as space permits, is 
indicated in brackets. The absence of listings from foreign periodicals 
such as Anglia and Etudes Anglaises, and perhaps in a few instances 
omission of articles that may have appeared in numbers of British 
periodicals which were unavailable or available only in incomplete files, 
must be credited to the war. Finally, the members of the committee 
wish to make clear that the check-list does not pretend to be definitive, 
and that suggestions and assistance are welcome. 
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[Editors’ note: Further discussion of these explications will be 
welcomed in this magazine. As with “comment upon comment” in THE 
EXPLICATOR, the editors request that such remarks take specific issue 
with the explication already printed.] 
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
